. INTRODUCTORY ALLEGATIONS 
A. THE RACKETEERING ENTERPRISE 

1. At all times relevant to this Indictment, defendants 
LEONEL LAREDO, also known as ("aka") "Wizard, " ,aka "Wiz," aka- 
"W, " aka "Leo," aka "Brother-in-Law" ("L. LAREDO"), JESUS 
CERVANTES, aka "B-Bad, " aka "Jessica," aka "Estela" 
("CERVANTES"), MARCOS LOPEZ , aka "Marcia," aka "Monica" 
("LOPEZ"), HECTOR MARTINEZ, aka "Liar-Liar" ("MARTINEZ"), 
1ARIANA LAREDO ("M. LAREDO"), VICTOR ESPINOZA, aka "Terco" 
("ESPINOZA") , MAX MAESTAS , aka "Snow" ("MAESTAS"), RENE JUAREZ, 
ika "Scrappy" ("JUAREZ"), ALBERTO SIFUENTES, aka "Bluebird" 
; "SIFUENTES" ) , JAVIER MANUEL ULLOA, aka "Yogi" ( "ULLOA" ) , CELINA 
lRANA ("ARANA"), JESSENIA MEDINA ("J. MEDINA"), JOSE DORADO, aka 

Yogi" ("DORADO"), TANNOUS FAZAH, aka "Terist" ("FAZAH"), JOSE 
[ALVEZ, aka "Pecas" ("GALVEZ") , EDUARDO AYALA, aka "Lalo" 

"AYALA"), ELEASAR ACOSTA, aka "Lucky" ( "ACOSTA" ) , JOSE 
[RANADOS, aka "Tricky" ( "GRANADOS" ) , JOSE CAZERES , aka "Pelon" 

'CAZERES" ) , JOSE MANDUJANO, aka "Chuchi" ( "MANDUJANO" ) , ARTURO 
ENDEZ , aka "Picachu" ("MENDEZ"), OSCAR OLIVERA AVILA, aka 
Ruben Ramirez," aka "Oscar Olvera," aka "Rigo Perez Suarez" 
"AVILA"), JOSE SANCHEZ, aka "Trouble" ("SANCHEZ"), JULIAN 
ECERRA, aka "Julio," aka "Juan Pablo Perez" ("BECERRA"), JESSE 
ARRAZA, aka "Chapito," aka "Chapo" ( "BARRAZA" ) , GISELLE CASADO, 
ka "Guera" ("CASADO"), and BEATRIZ TAVIRA, aka "Betty" 
"TAVIRA") (collectively, "defendants"), and others known and 
nknown to the Grand Jury, were members and associates of a 
riminal organization engaged in, among other things, murder, 
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trafficking in narcotics and controlled substances, illegal 
gambling, wire fraud, and extortion. At all relevant times, 
this organization, known as the Florencia 13 criminal street 
gang (hereinafter, the "F13 Gang"), operated in the Central 
District of California and elsewhere. The F13 Gang, including 
its leadership, members, and associates, constituted an 
"enterprise," as that term is defined in Title 18, United 
States Code, Section 1961(4), that is, a group of individuals 
associated in fact, although not a legal entity, which is 
engaged in, and the activities of which affect, interstate and 
foreign commerce. The enterprise constitutes an ongoing 
organization whose members function as a continuing unit for a 
common purpose of achieving the objectives of the enterprise. 
B.' BACKGROUND OF THE F13 GANG 

2. The F13 Gang is a multi -generational gang founded in 
Los Angeles, California in the early 1950s. The gang began as a 
small group of individuals who lived in and around the area of 
Florence Boulevard, in and near Los Angeles, California. 
Initially, the gang was primarily involved in street robberies, 
drug sales, and fighting with rival gang members in "turf 
oattles." Through the years, however, the gang has dramatically 
increased its membership by absorbing smaller, less powerful 
Local gangs . 

3. There are at least 22 cliques, or subsets, of the F13 
3ang that together control an area of approximately three square 
niles in and around the unincorporated areas of South Los 
\ngeles County. Examples of these cliques include the 
Gangsters, 64 th Street, the Termites, the Tiny Locos, Bear 
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Street, the Malditos, and the HP (Huntington Park) Locos. The 
overall number of F13 Gang cliques has changed over the years as 
new cliques have been allowed to join the gang, and others have 
been expelled. While the F13 Gang's "territory" therefore has 
changed over time, it is generally understood to be contained 
within the area bordered by the 10 freeway to the North, 
Imperial Highway to the South, the 110 freeway to the West, and 
the 710 freeway to the East; and it now includes at least the 
unincorporated Florence-Firestone neighborhood (also known as 
?lorence-Graham) and parts of several nearby cities, such as 
luntington Park, South Gate, Maywood, Bell, and Lynwood. Based 
Dn the strength of its numbers and its reputation for violence, 
:he F13 Gang controls drug trafficking and other illegal 
ictivities within this territory. 

4 . The F13 Gang is continually engaged in the 
listribution of multiple controlled substances, including, but 
lot limited to, me thamphet amine . In addition to supplying drug- 
lsing customers, members and associates of the gang regularly 
sell distributable amounts of drugs to each other and to others 
rho they believe to be "street-level" drug dealers. F13 Gang 
lembers and associates also engage' in efforts to smuggle 
:ontrolled substances into California State Prisons and the Los 
jigeles County Jail ("LACJ") system. 

5. To support their drug trafficking and to maintain 
ontrol over their claimed "territory," F13 Gang members and 
ssociates maintain a ready supply of firearms, including 
andguns, shotguns, rifles, and machineguns . They also sell 
hese weapons for profit, using the proceeds from such sales to 
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purchase drugs and additional firearms, or to pay the required 
tribute to members of the Mexican Mafia, as discussed below. 
Such weapons are frequently stolen or unregistered to make it 
difficult to connect them to the gang member who either used the 
weapon or obtained it. Firearms also are often discarded or 
destroyed after being used to commit acts of violence on behalf 
of the enterprise, so continued gun trafficking ensures that the 
gang maintains ready access to firearms in the future. At the 
same time, being publicly known to sell, and therefore possess, 
numerous firearms serves the additional purpose of supporting 
;he F13 Gang's reputation for violence and intimidation. 

6 . The F13 Gang is controlled by members and associates 
}f the "Mexican Mafia," or "La Erne." The Mexican Mafia is an 
organized group of individuals that controls much of the drug 
listribution and other criminal activities within California 
State Prisons, local county jails, and some federal prisons, 
lembers of the Mexican Mafia come from the ranks of local street 
fangs, including the F13 Gang. In return for allowing these 
.ocal street gangs to maintain control over their purported 
:erritories and for protecting the gangs' members and associates 
>nce they enter prison or jail, the Mexican Mafia requires the 
[angs to collect and pay "taxes" on all drug trafficking and 
>ther illegal activities taking place in those territories 
hereinafter, "extortionate taxes"). These illicit funds are 
ntended to be controlled by, and are often held in trust by 
ang members and associates for, the Mexican Mafia member (s) in 
harge of a particular area. Members and associates of the F13 
ang, therefore, regularly pay extortionate taxes to the 
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incarcerated Mexican Mafia member (s) who oversee the gang; and 
the collection of extortionate taxes from drug dealers and 
others engaging in criminal activities within the F13 Gang's 
territory is a primary task of the gang's leadership on the 
streets, as is punishing individuals who fail to pay the 
requisite extortionate taxes . 

7. Unindicted co-conspirator Arturo Castellanos, aka 
"Tablas," aka "T" ("Castellanos"), is a Mexican Mafia member and 
the undisputed leader of the F13 Gang. Castellanos is serving a 
term of life imprisonment without the possibility of parole in 
Pelican Bay State Prison. In 2 004, Castellanos issued written 
"reglas," or rules, from his prison cell at Pelican Bay State 
Prison that were intended to govern all F13 Gang members and 
associates. By way of these rules and later directives, 
Castellanos commanded certain senior gang members and other 
select individuals to assume leadership positions within the F13 
Gang's "territory." These "shot callers" were then ordered to 
coordinate the illegal distribution of drugs and other criminal 
activities, to ensure that extortionate taxes were collected, 
and otherwise to oversee their respective portions of the gang's 
-erritory, such as by resolving disputes both among F13 Gang 
nembers and associates and with members of other Los Angeles 
jangs . Shot callers were likewise charged with exposing and 
punishing F13 Gang members, as well as others residing in F13 
3ang- controlled territory, who were identified as having 
:ooperated with law enforcement . 

8. In 2007, numerous members and associates of the F13 
Jang were indicted by a Federal Grand Jury. Following the 
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subsequent conviction and imprisonment of many of the gang's 
senior members, a leadership vacuum was created. After a brief 
transitional period, defendants CERVANTES and LOPEZ became the 
F13 Gang's two primary shot callers in or around early 2009; and 
bhey assumed control of the gang's territory in South Los 
hngeles County on behalf of Castellanos. Thereafter, defendant 
L. LAREDO, who had been a cellmate of Castellanos, was chosen by 
Castellanos to become the operational leader of the F13 Gang. 
\s such, defendant L. LAREDO became the gang's second-in- 
:ommand; and he communicated with defendants CERVANTES and 
jOPEZ from inside Pelican Bay State Prison, where L. LAREDO was 
Incarcerated, to oversee all criminal activities being committed 
5y F13 Gang members and associates. 

9 . The members of the leadership of the F13 Gang who are 
.ncarcerated are able to disseminate instructions to the gang's 
lembership and to maintain control over drug trafficking and 
>ther criminal activities within the gang's territory in and 
.round South Los Angeles County through arranged visits by gang 
.ssociates (generally female) to defendant L. LAREDO and 
lastellanos in Pelican Bay State Prison, via coded instructions 
xitten in letters and "kites" (that is, notes passed among 
nmates in custodial facilities) , and, when possible, by 
elephone calls from inmates to out -of -custody members and 
ssociates (i.e., "jail calls"). 

PURPOSES OF THE ENTERPRISE 

10. The purposes of the F13 Gang criminal enterprise 
nclude, but are not limited to, the following: 
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a. Enriching Castellanos and defendant L. LAREDO 
through, among other things, the remittance of the proceeds of 
extortionate taxes to family members, friends, and associates of 
these two top leaders of the F13 Gang. 

b. Enriching the members and associates of the F13 
3ang through, among other things, the control of and 
participation in the trafficking of controlled substances and 
Firearms in F13 Gang territory and elsewhere, the operation of 
Illegal gambling establishments (hereinafter referred to as 
"casitas"), and the collection of extortionate taxes. 

c. Smuggling controlled substances to F13 Gang 
members and associates housed in California State Prisons and 
:he LACJ system to be distributed to incarcerated individuals. 

d. Enabling incarcerated F13 Gang members and 
Lssociates to fraudulently obtain access to telephone services 
.n order to aid their efforts to smuggle drugs and otherwise to 
:onduct criminal activities . 

e. Maintaining control over all F13 Gang territory. 

f . Preserving, protecting, and expanding the power 
f the F13 Gang through the use of intimidation, violence, 
hreats of violence, assault, and murder. 

THE MEANS AND METHODS OF THE ENTERPRISE 
11. The means and methods by which the defendants and 
ther members and associates of the F13 Gang criminal enterprise 
onduct and participate in the conduct of the affairs of the F13 
ang include: 

a. Members and associates of the F13 Gang commit, 
ttempt to commit, conspire to commit, and threaten to commit 
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acts of violence, including, without limitation, murder, 
assaults, intimidation, and extortion, to preserve, protect, and 
expand the enterprise's criminal operations. 

b. Members and associates of the F13 Gang promote a 
climate of fear through acts of violence and threats to commit 
acts of violence. 

c. Leaders of the F13 Gang disseminate rules and 
orders to be followed by all participants in the F13 Gang 
criminal enterprise . 

d. Members and associates of the F13 Gang use the 
enterprise to commit, attempt to commit, and threaten to commit 
acts of violence, including, without limitation, murder and 
assaults, to promote discipline and enforce the rules of the F13 
Gang . 

e. Members and associates of the F13 Gang engage in 
the trafficking of controlled substances and firearms, as well 
as the collection of extortionate taxes, in order to generate 
income for the enterprise. 

f . Members and associates of the F13 Gang, with the 
permission of the gang's leaders, "tax" drug sales, firearms 
trafficking, and other profitable illegal activity within F13 
3ang- control led territory in order to generate income and 
control the criminal activity undertaken within such territory. 

g. Leaders and shot callers within the F13 Gang 
:riminal enterprise control the collection and payment of 
extortionate taxes to the Mexican Mafia in order to preserve, 
jrotect, and expand the enterprise's control of criminal 
tctivity undertaken within its territory and to ensure the 
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protection of F13 Gang members and associates who are 
incarcerated „■ 
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COUNT ONE 
[18 U.S.C. § 1962 (d) ] 

1 . Paragraphs One through Eleven of the Introductory 
Allegations are hereby re-alleged and incorporated by reference 
as though fully set forth herein. 

2. Beginning on a date unknown to the Grand Jury, and 
continuing to on or about August 1, 2013, in Los Angeles County, 
within the Central District of California, and elsewhere, 
iefendants L. LAREDO, CERVANTES, LOPEZ, MARTINEZ, M. LAREDO, 
3SPIN0ZA, MAESTAS, JUAREZ, SIFUENTES, ULLOA, ARANA, J. MEDINA, 
DORADO, FAZAH, GALVEZ , AYALA, ACOSTA, GRANADOS, CAZERES , 
4ANDUJANO, MENDEZ, AVILA, SANCHEZ, BECERRA, BARRAZA, CASADO, and 
CAvTRA, and others known and unknown to the Grand Jury, being 
persons employed by and associated, with the F13 Gang criminal 
enterprise described in Paragraphs One through Eleven of the 
Introductory Allegations of this Indictment, which constitutes 

m "enterprise," as defined in Title 18, United States Code, 
Section 1961(4), which enterprise engaged in, and the activities 
>f which affected, interstate and foreign commerce, unlawfully 
ind knowingly combined, conspired, confederated, and agreed 
.ogether and with each other to violate Title 18, United States 
lode, Section 1962(c), that is, to conduct and participate, 
.irectly and indirectly, in the conduct of the affairs of the 
nterprise through a pattern of racketeering activity, as that 
erm is defined in Title 18, United States Code, Sections 
961(1) and 1961(5), consisting of multiple acts involving: 

(a) the distribution of, possession with intent to 
istribute, and conspiracy to distribute and/or possess with 
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intent to distribute, controlled substances, in violation of 
Title 21, United States Code, Sections 841(a)(1), 843(b), and 
84 6; 

(b) murder, in violation of California Penal Code Sections 
21a, 31, 182, "187, 189, 190, and 664; and 

(c) extortion, in violation of California Penal Code 
Sections 31, 182, 518, 519, 520, 664; 

and multiple acts indictable under: 

(d) Title 18, United States Code, Section 1955 (illegal 
gambling) ; and 

(e) Title 18, United States Code, Section 1343 (wire 
fraud) . 

It was a further part of the conspiracy that each defendant 
agreed that a conspirator would commit at least two acts of 
racketeering in the conduct of the affairs of the enterprise. 
A. MEANS BY WHICH THE OBJECT OF THE CONSPIRACY WAS TO BE 

ACCOMPLISHED 

The object of the conspiracy was to be accomplished, in 
substance, as follows: 

1. Castellanos and defendant L. LAREDO, from within 
Pelican Bay State Prison, would exercise leadership over the F13 
3ang on behalf of the Mexican Mafia by issuing rules and orders 
to defendants CERVANTES and LOPEZ, and others known and unknown 
bo the Grand Jury, regarding, among other things, the collection 
d£ extortionate taxes and who held positions of authority within 
the criminal enterprise out on the streets. 

2. Defendants CERVANTES, LOPEZ, MARTINEZ, M. LAREDO, and 
^ASADO, and others known and unknown to the Grand Jury, would 
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correspond in writing with Castellanos, defendant L. LAREDO, 
and/or other inmates at Pelican Bay State Prison in order to 
receive direction regarding the business of* the F13 Gang 
criminal enterprise. 

3 . Defendants CASADO and TAVIRA, and others known and 
unknown to the Grand Jury, would visit Castellanos, defendant L. 
LAREDO, and/or other inmates incarcerated at Pelican Bay State 
Prison in order to relay messages to and from other F13 Gang 
nembers and associates. 

4. Defendants CERVANTES, LOPEZ, MARTINEZ, and ULLOA, and 
others known and unknown to the Grand Jury, would direct drug 
;raf f icking, acts of violence, and other criminal activities of 
:he enterprise within the territory controlled by the F13 Gang, 
is well as supervise the collection of extortionate taxes and 
aediate disputes both among the gang's members and associates 
md with members of other gangs . 

5. Defendants CERVANTES, LOPEZ, MARTINEZ, MAESTAS, 
rUAREZ, SIFUENTES, ULLOA, DORADO, MANDUJANO, MENDEZ, and AVILA, 
md others known and unknown to- the Grand Jury, would supply F13 
Jang members and associates with distributable amounts of 
:ontrolled substances, including, but not limited to, 
lethamphetamine, marijuana, heroin, and cocaine. 

6. Defendants JUAREZ and SIFUENTES would sell firearms, 
ncluding machineguns, shotguns, rifles, and handguns, to 
lembers and associates of the F13 Gang. 

7. Defendants CERVANTES, LOPEZ, ESPINOZA, JUAREZ, 
IFUENTES , FAZAH, MANDUJANO, AVILA, and SANCHEZ would possess 
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firearms and ammunition in order to further the drug trafficking 
and other criminal activities of the enterprise. 

8. Defendants M. LAREDO, BECERRA, and BARRAZA would 
assist other members of the enterprise by, among other things, 
distributing and storing illegal controlled substances. 

9. Defendants CERVANTES, MAESTAS, GRANADOS, CAZERES , 
MENDEZ, AVILA, and SANCHEZ, and others known and unknown to the 
Grand Jury, would operate "casitas" within the territory 
controlled by the F13 Gang and elsewhere, from which F13 Gang 
members and associates could distribute illegal controlled 
substances and engage in other illegal activities, including 
illegal gambling. 

10. Defendants CERVANTES, LOPEZ, MARTINEZ, ESPINOZA, 
MAESTAS, ULLOA, DORADO, and FAZAH, and others known and unknown 
to the Grand Jury, would participate in the disciplining of 
members and associates of the F13 Gang - or others who are 
deemed to have interfered with the gang's criminal activities - 
including, without limitation, through the planning of assaults 
and murders of such individuals . 

11. Defendants LOPEZ, MARTINEZ, ULLOA, ARANA, DORADO, 
?AZAH, GALVEZ, and AYALA, and others known and unknown to the 
3rand Jury, would participate in efforts by F13 Gang members and 
associates to smuggle controlled substances, such as 
nethamphetamine, marijuana, heroin, and cocaine, into California 
State Prisons and the LACJ system, specifically including the 
Jorth County Correctional Facility located in Castaic, 
:alifornia (hereinafter, "NCCF" ) .

12. Defendants CERVANTES, LOPEZ , MARTINEZ, M. LAREDO, 
ESPINOZA, MAESTAS, JUAREZ, ULLOA, ACOSTA, GRANADOS, and CASADO 
would collect extortionate taxes from the sales of controlled 
substances, firearms trafficking, and other profitable illegal 
activities within F13 Gang- controlled territory. 

13. Defendants ULLOA, ARANA, and J. MEDINA, and others 
known and unknown to the Grand Jury, would participate in a 
fraudulent scheme involving the use of false identities to 
obtain free telephone service for members and associates of the 
?13 Gang. 

3. OVERT ACTS 

In furtherance of the racketeering conspiracy and to 
iccomplish the object of the racketeering conspiracy, defendants 
j . LAREDO, CERVANTES, LOPEZ, MARTINEZ, M. LAREDO, ESPINOZA, 
IAESTAS, JUAREZ, SIFUENTES, ULLOA, ARANA, J. MEDINA,. DORADO, 
P AZAH , GALVEZ, AYALA, ACOSTA, GRANADOS, CAZERES, MANDUJANO, 
1ENDEZ, AVILA, SANCHEZ, BECERRA, BARRAZA, . CASADO, and TAVIRA, 
md others known and unknown to the Grand Jury, committed and 
:aused to be committed various overt acts, on or about the 
'ollowing dates, within the Central District of California, and 
dsewhere, including, but not limited to, the following: 

Day- to-Day Management of the F13 Gang Criminal Enterprise 

1. On January 11, 2009, defendant L. LAREDO, using coded 
anguage in correspondence, told an unindicted co- conspirator 
hat L. LAREDO was waiting for notification as to whether he had 
ecome an official member of the Mexican Mafia. 

2. On June 11, 2009, defendant L. LAREDO, using coded 
anguage in correspondence, instructed an unindicted co-

conspirator to follow up with defendants CERVANTES, LOPEZ, and 
M. LAREDO regarding correspondence L. LAREDO sent to each of 
them. 

3. On September 13, 2009, defendant L. LAREDO, using 
coded language in correspondence, directed an unindicted co- 
conspirator to call defendants CERVANTES and LOPEZ and to 
inquire whether they received L. LAREDO'S most recent 
correspondence . 

4. On December 14, 2 009, defendant JUAREZ, speaking in 
coded language during a telephone conversation with defendant 
LOPEZ, inquired as to the status of an unindicted Mexican Mafia 
member and stated that LOPEZ would know due his status as a shot 
caller for the F13 Gang. 

5. On December 14, 2009, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, advised defendant JUAREZ that 
LOPEZ had received a message from Castellanos and defendant L. 
LAREDO regarding an unindicted Mexican Mafia member and another 
anidentif ied individual, and. directed JUAREZ not to get involved 
Ln gang politics within the LACJ system. 

6. On January 15, 2010, defendant SIFUENTES, speaking in 
:oded language, advised a confidential informant ("CI-1") that 
Castellanos, who was incarcerated, was in charge of the criminal 
ictivities of the F13 Gang on the streets and that SIFUENTES was 
jart of Castellanos' s criminal organization. 

7. On January 15, 2010, defendant SIFUENTES, speaking in 
:oded language over the telephone, informed a CI-1 that 
.ncarcerated Mexican Mafia members, like Castellanos, have shot 
:allers who represent them on the streets . 
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8. On January 28, 2010, defendant ESPINOZA, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, asked defendant SIFUENTES 
whether an unindicted co- conspirator was the shot caller for the 
F13 Gang in charge of Huntington Park, California. 

9. On January 28, 2010, defendant SIFUENTES, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, advised defendant ESPINOZA 
that an unindicted co-conspirator was not one of the F13 Gang's 
shot callers and that anyone who wanted to know who was in 
charge of Huntington Park for the gang could call SIFUENTES. 

10. On January 29, 2010, defendant ESPINOZA, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, told defendant SIFUENTES that 
an unindicted co-conspirator should be assaulted as punishment 
if he is incorrectly claiming to be a shot caller of the F13 
Gang . 

11. On February 17, 2010, defendant ULLOA, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, instructed defendant DORADO 
to assault an F13 Gang member. 

12. On February 17, 2010, defendant DORADO, speaking in 
coded language during a telephone conversation with defendant 
(JLLOA , agreed to assault an F13 Gang member. 

13. On February 17, 2010, defendant ULLOA, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, told an unindicted co- 
conspirator that defendant ARANA serves as an intermediary for 
JLLOA and that she would immediately relay any information she 
received to ULLOA. 

14. On February 17, 2010, defendant LOPEZ , speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, informed defendant ULLOA that 
LiOPEZ had taken care of a problem relating to the F13 Gang by 
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contacting defendant L. LAREDO, who would be sending 
instructions to incarcerated members of the gang. 

15. On February 17, 2 010, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, advised defendant ULLOA' that 
an Armenian inmate was to be protected while in custody at NCCF. 

16. On February 18, 2 010, defendant ARANA, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, relayed to defendant ULLOA 
the name of the Armenian inmate who was to be protected while in 
custody at NCCF, which had been provided to ARANA by defendant 
LOPEZ . 

17. On February 18, 2 010, defendant ULLOA, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, told defendant LOPEZ that 
ULLOA would make sure that an Armenian inmate would be protected 
at NCCF and that ULLOA would discipline anyone who bothered the 
inmate . 

18. On February 18, 2010, defendant ULLOA, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, asked an unindicted co- 
conspirator to spread the word to other inmates at NCCF that 
ULLOA wanted an Armenian inmate to be protected while in custody 
at that facility. 

19. On February 19, 2010, defendant ULLOA, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, informed defendant LOPEZ that 
JLLOA had asked the inmate in charge of an NCCF dormitory to 
protect an Armenian inmate who was housed there and that ULLOA 
lad just spoken to defendant CERVANTES. 

20. On February 22, 2010, an unindicted co-conspirator, 
speaking in coded language over the telephone, reported to 
defendant ULLOA that an incarcerated gang member who ULLOA and 
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the unindicted co-conspirator had wanted disciplined had been 
assaulted. 

21. On February 22, 2010, defendant ULLOA, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, confirmed to defendant ARANA 
that an incarcerated gang member had been violently disciplined. 

22. On February 24, 2010, defendant ULLOA, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, told defendant LOPEZ that 
ULLOA would be incarcerated for a couple more years and would 
continue to make money during that time by trafficking drugs 
inside NCCF. 

23. On February 26, 2010, an unindicted co-conspirator, 
speaking in coded language over the telephone, alerted defendant 
ULLOA that an incarcerated gang member had been telling other 
inmates that ULLOA and his associates were cooperating with law 
enforcement . 

24. On March 14, 2010, defendant ULLOA, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone , instructed defendant ARANA to relay 
a message to an unindicted co- conspirator to have a member of 
the 18 th Street gang assaulted. 

2 5.. On March 18, 2 010, defendant ULLOA, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, advised defendant ARANA that 
defendant CERVANTES outranked defendant LOPEZ within the power 
structure of the F13 Gang. 

26. On April 8, 2010, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, advised an unindicted co- 
conspirator who had inquired about the status of a recently- 
incarcerated individual that LOPEZ could quickly find out what 
was happening with the individual in custody. 
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27. On April 8, 2010, defendant LOPEZ , speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, instructed an unindicted co- 
conspirator to tell an inmate in a state prison facility that 
the inmate could communicate with LOPEZ using the unindicted co- 
conspirator as an intermediary. 

28. On April 15, 2010, defendant MARTINEZ, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, told defendant LOPEZ that an 
unindicted co- conspirator owed MARTINEZ money for the. sale of 
controlled substances. 

29. On April 15, 2010, defendant MARTINEZ, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, advised defendant LOPEZ that 
MARTINEZ only just now received drugs to sell and would not be 
able to pay extortionate taxes. 

30. On April 15, 2010, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, instructed defendant MARTINEZ to 
collect proceeds of drug sales from an unindicted co- 
conspirator, which would be taken by LOPEZ and others. 

31. On April 15, 2010, defendant MARTINEZ, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, told defendant LOPEZ that 
MARTINEZ was paid back the money he had been owed by an 
mindicted co-conspirator and that MARTINEZ was going to meet 
1.0PEZ right now. 

32. On April 15, 2010, defendant MARTINEZ, speaking in 
:oded language over the telephone, asked defendant LOPEZ if 
jOPEZ had received authorization to discipline an unknown , 
.ndividual . 

33. On April 15, 2010, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in coded 
.anguage over the telephone, informed defendant MARTINEZ that 
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LOPEZ had spoken to an unindicted co- conspirator and received 
approval for an unknown individual to be disciplined. 

34. On April 15, 2010, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, reminded defendant MARTINEZ that an 
unindicted co- conspirator from Ironwood State Prison who sought 
to purchase heroin from them would have to pay extortionate 
taxes to LOPEZ . 

35. On April 21, 2010, defendant L. LAREDO, using coded 
language in correspondence, advised defendant LOPEZ that L. 
LAREDO was aware that collections of extortionate taxes were not 
going well and that L. LAREDO expected these collections to 
improve . 

36. On April 21, 2010, defendant L. LAREDO, using coded 
language in correspondence, instructed defendant LOPEZ to have 
iefendant CERVANTES meet with any F13 Gang members who were not 
naking sufficient extortionate tax payments. 

37. On May 7, 2010, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in coded 
Language over the telephone, asked defendant MAESTAS to contact 
a. member of the 18 th Street gang who had attempted to meet with 
iefendant ESPINOZA at ESPINOZA' s store located on Pacific 
Boulevard, in Huntington Park, California, within the territory 
controlled by the F13 Gang. 

38. On May 7, 2010, defendant MAESTAS, speaking in coded 
.anguage during a telephone conversation with defendant LOPEZ, 
igreed to contact an 18 th Street gang member who had attempted to 
leet with defendant ESPINOZA and assured LOPEZ that MAESTAS 
rauld resolve the gang member's problem. 
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39. On May 7, 2010, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, asked defendant GRANADOS whether he 
knew an unindicted co- conspirator who had an "F13" tattoo on her 
face . 

40. On May 7, 2010, defendant GRANADOS, speaking in coded 
language, over the telephone, told defendant LOPEZ that an 
anindicted co-conspirator who was using GRANADOS' s name to give 
Drders, without authorization, needed to be disciplined. 

41. On May 8, 2010, defendant ACOSTA, speaking in coded 
Language over the telephone from a state prison facility, 
Informed defendant LOPEZ that ACOSTA had collected $1,150 in 
extortionate taxes for LOPEZ . 

42. On May 8, 2010, defendant LOPEZ , speaking in coded 
Language over the telephone, directed defendant ACOSTA to have 
jxtortionate tax payments collected from within the state prison 
iacility in which ACOSTA was incarcerated delivered directly to 
.OPEZ. 

43. On May 8, 2010, defendant ACOSTA, speaking in coded 
.anguage over the telephone, informed defendant LOPEZ that 
*.COSTA might lose the use of his cellular telephone in prison 
lecause the inmates were expecting correctional officers to 
;earch their cells soon. 

44. On May 8, 2010, defendant ACOSTA, speaking in coded 
anguage over the telephone from a state prison facility, 
onfirmed with defendant LOPEZ that an unindicted co- conspirator 
■ould deliver extortionate tax proceeds to LOPEZ that same day. 

45. On May 8, 2010, defendant MARTINEZ, speaking in coded 
anguage over the telephone, informed defendant LOPEZ that an 
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individual was causing a disruption at defendant ESPINOZA' s 
store located on Pacific Boulevard, in Huntington Park, 
California, within the territory controlled by the F13 Gang. 

46. On May 8, 2010, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, instructed defendant MARTINEZ to 
assault an individual who was causing a disruption at defendant 
ESPINOZA' s store. 

47. On May 8, 2010, defendant MARTINEZ, speaking in coded 
language during a telephone conversation with defendant LOPEZ, 
agreed to assault an individual who was causing a disruption at 
defendant ESPINOZA' s store. 

48. On May 8, 2010, defendant MARTINEZ, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, apprised defendant LOPEZ of the 
presence of law enforcement officers, in the vicinity of 
defendant ESPINOZA' s store, but noted that the individual who 
had caused a disruption at ESPINOZA' s store needed to be 
assaulted. 

49. On May 8, 2010, defendant MARTINEZ, speaking in coded 
language during a telephone conversation with defendant LOPEZ, 
explained that MARTINEZ had instructed defendant ESPINOZA to 
issault an individual who had been was causing a disruption at 
SSPINOZA' s store if the disruptive behavior continued. 

50. On May 9, 2010, defendant ACOSTA, speaking in coded 
Language over the telephone, reported to defendant LOPEZ that 
VCOSTA was having trouble collecting extortionate taxes within 
;he state prison in which he was housed. 

51. On May 9, 2 010, defendant ACOSTA, speaking in coded 
.anguage over the telephone from a state prison facility, told 
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defendant LOPEZ that LOPEZ would receive $600 in extortionate 
taxes that same day. 

52. On May 9, 2010, defendant ACOSTA, using a telephone 
from a state prison facility, read a letter from another inmate 
regarding the F13 Gang to defendant LOPEZ. 

53. On May 9, 2010, defendant ACOSTA, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone from a state prison facility, 
explained to defendant LOPEZ that a letter from another inmate 
was suggesting that LOPEZ had allowed other Mexican Mafia 
members to gain influence in custodial facilities under the 
control of Castellanos . 

54. On May 9, 2010, defendant ACOSTA, speaking in coded 
language during a telephone conversation with defendant LOPEZ, 
explained that ACOSTA had read a letter from another inmate and, 
realizing the message it contained was incorrect, knew he had to 
bring it to the attention of LOPEZ. 

55. On May 9, 2010, defendant ACOSTA, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone from a state prison facility, 
informed defendant LOPEZ that ACOSTA had a way of smuggling 
contraband into the state prison in which ACOSTA was 
incarcerated. 

56. On May 9, 2 010, defendant ACOSTA, speaking in coded 
Language over the telephone from a state prison facility, told 
lefendant LOPEZ that communication from the prison in which 
ACOSTA was housed was limited because correctional officers had 
:onfiscated inmates' cellular telephones. 

57. On May 9, 2 010, defendant ACOSTA, speaking in coded 
.anguage over the telephone from a state prison facility, 
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reported to defendant LOPEZ that ACOSTA possessed confirmation 
numbers for wired payments of extortionate taxes , but that the 
payments had been directed to defendant CASADO. 

58. On May 11, 2010, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, asked defendant GRANADOS to inquire 
whether an unindicted co- conspirator knew a particular 
individual from the "Maywood Locos" gang. 

59. On May 13, 2010, defendant MAESTAS, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, apprised defendant LOPEZ of the 
status of an unindicted co-conspirator who owed extortionate 
taxes . 

60. On May 13, 2010, defendant MAESTAS, speaking in coded 
language over' the telephone, told defendant LOPEZ that the 
following day MAESTAS would pressure an unindicted co- 
conspirator to pay extortionate taxes . 

61. On May 13, 2010, an unindicted co-conspirator, 
speaking in coded language over the telephone, informed 
defendant LOPEZ that defendant ESPINOZA had collected 
extortionate taxes . 

62. On May 18, 2010, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, confirmed to defendant MARTINEZ 
that LOPEZ would meet with MARTINEZ and defendant SIFUENTES 
shortly. 

63. On May 19, 2010, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in coded 
Language over the telephone, informed defendant CERVANTES that 
bOPEZ had received inmate correspondence from Pelican Bay State 
Prison, including a letter from defendant L. LAREDO.

64. On May 19, 2010, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in coded 
language during a telephone conversation with defendant 
CERVANTES, explained that one of the inmate letters LOPEZ had 
received inquired as to why CERVANTES had not responded to 
correspondence from members of the Mexican Mafia. 

65. On May 19, 2010, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, advised defendant CERVANTES that 
Castellanos and defendant L. LAREDO believed that LOPEZ and 
CERVANTES were not working together to run the F13 Gang. 

66. On May 19, 2010, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in coded 
Language over the telephone, told defendant CERVANTES that 
defendant M. LAREDO had complained about LOPEZ'S leadership of 
;he F13 Gang. 

67. On May 19, 2 010, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in coded 
Language during a telephone conversation with defendant 
:ERVANTES, recounted advising defendant M. LAREDO that defendant 
j. LAREDO should communicate with LOPEZ directly and that L. 
jAREDO had four different addresses to which he could send

68. On May 19, 2010, defendant CERVANTES, speaking in 
:oded language over the telephone, told defendant LOPEZ that 
CERVANTES would follow written orders from Castellanos and 
Lefendant L. LAREDO, but not orders relayed by defendant M. 
iAREDO . 

69. On May 19, 2010, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in coded 
anguage over the telephone, informed defendant CERVANTES that 
iOPEZ had told defendant M. LAREDO not to interfere with his 

f forts to lead the F13 Gang. 
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70. On May 19, 2010, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, told defendant CERVANTES that LOPEZ 
had received inmate correspondence from defendant L. LAREDO that 
same day. 

71. On May 21, 2 010, defendant MAESTAS, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, advised defendant LOPEZ that 
MAESTAS would tell the family of an unindicted co- conspirator 
who owed extortionate taxes and was in hiding that F13 Gang 
members in jail would assault the unindicted co-conspirator's 
incarcerated brother if the required extortionate taxes were not 
paid. 

72. On May 21, 2010, defendant LOPEZ , speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, informed defendant MAESTAS that a 
delivery of methamphetamine they had received was of poor 
quality. 

73. On May 21, 2010, defendant MAESTAS, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, described to defendant LOPEZ a 
method by which MAESTAS normally tested drugs supplied to him. 

74. On May 21, 2010, defendants LOPEZ and MAESTAS, 
speaking in coded language over the telephone, agreed to supply 
one ounce of methamphetamine each to three unindicted co- 
conspirators . 

75. On May 21, 2010, defendant MAESTAS, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, told defendant LOPEZ that MAESTAS 
would bring three unindicted co- conspirators as backup the 
following day when MAESTAS went to collect extortionate taxes. 
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76. On May 22, 2010, defendant MARTINEZ, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, alerted defendant LOPEZ that 
defendants BECERRA and BARRAZA were not following instructions. 

77. On May 23, 2010, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, told an unindicted co- conspirator 
that LOPEZ has been working with the Mexican Mafia for the last 
15 years. 

78. On June 18, 2010, an unindicted co-conspirator who was 
incarcerated at Pelican Bay State Prison, using coded language 
in correspondence, advised defendant LOPEZ of defendant L. 
LAREDO'S efforts to obtain extortionate taxes. 

79. On July 3, 2010, defendant MARTINEZ, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, informed defendant LOPEZ, who was 
incarcerated, that MARTINEZ had collected approximately $10,000 
in extortionate taxes in order to raise bail money for LOPEZ, 
with defendant ESPINOZA giving MARTINEZ the largest sum. 

80. On July 3, 2010, defendants LOPEZ and MARTINEZ, 
speaking in coded language during a telephone conversation, 
liscussed how letters had been sent from Pelican Bay State 
Prison informing the recipients that defendant L. LAREDO had 
Lost inmate privileges and therefore could not receive mail at 
-his time. 

81. On July 3, 2 010, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in coded 
Language over the telephone, told defendant MARTINEZ that gang 
nembers were approaching LOPEZ while he was incarcerated and 
naying their respects. 

82. On July 3, 2010, an unindicted co-conspirator, 
speaking in coded language over the telephone, told defendant 
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•LOPEZ that defendant L. LAREDO was not being allowed to receive 
mail at Pelican Bay State Prison.

On August 30, 2010, defendant MARTINEZ, speaking in 
coded ■ language during a telephone conversation with defendant 
CERVANTES ,. explained that MARTINEZ had given $1,300 in 
extortionate taxes to defendant BECERRA and $200 of such 
proceeds to defendant M. LAREDO. 

96. On August 30, 2010, defendant MARTINEZ,- speaking in 
roded language over the telephone, told defendant CERVANTES that 
defendant L. LAREDO had sent a letter ordering MARTINEZ to keep 
in eye on an unindicted co-conspirator. 

97. On August 30, 2010, defendant MARTINEZ, speaking in 
:oded language over the telephone, advised defendant CERVANTES 
:hat defendant M. LAREDO was sending letters to L. LAREDO at 
3 elican Bay State Prison apprising L. LAREDO of the current 
status of the F13 Gang.

llowing them to communicate inexpensively with defendant LOPEZ . 
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101. On September 1, 2010, defendant CERVANTES, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, told an unindicted co- 
conspirator that CERVANTES had previously written a letter to 
Castellanos discussing CERVANTES 's leadership of the F13 Gang 
out on the streets . 

102. On September 2, 2010, defendant M. LAREDO, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, told defendant CERVANTES that 
she had received a letter from defendant L. LAREDO and asked if 
CERVANTES wanted to see it.

105. On September 6, 2010, defendant CERVANTES, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, instructed defendant CAZERES 
to bring CERVANTES $1,000 in extortionate taxes. 

106. On September 16, 2010, defendant MARTINEZ, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, reported to defendant 
CERVANTES that defendant M. LAREDO had called to tell MARTINEZ 
that she had received a letter from Pelican Bay State Prison. 

107. On September 16, 2010, defendant MARTINEZ, speaking in 
coded language during a telephone conversation with defendant 
CERVANTES, explained that defendant M. LAREDO wanted CERVANTES 
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to go to her residence to review a letter from Pelican Bay State

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message she had relayed from defendant M. LAREDO, L. LAREDO was 
going to write a letter reprimanding defendant CERVANTES . 

114. On September 25, 2010, defendant TAVIRA, speaking in 
coded language during an inmate visit with defendant L. LAREDO, 
confirmed that L. LAREDO knew that defendant LOPEZ had been 
ieported to El Salvador.

118. On September 25, 2010, defendant L. LAREDO, speaking 
n coded language, ordered defendant TAVIRA to relay individual 
.essages to defendants CERVANTES, LOPEZ, and MARTINEZ. 

119. On September 30, 2010, defendant L. LAREDO, using 
oded language in correspondence to defendant CERVANTES, 
dentified himself as the Mexican Mafia member running the F13 
ang. 

120. On October 10, 2010, defendant L. LAREDO, using coded 
anguage in correspondence, advised defendant CERVANTES of what 
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CERVANTES needed to do to remain in a leadership position in the 
F13 Gang. 

121. On October 10, 2010, defendant L. LAREDO, using coded 
language in correspondence, instructed defendant CERVANTES to 
follow orders and obey L. LAREDO. 

122. On October 15, 2 010, defendant CERVANTES, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, informed defendant LOPEZ that 
defendant L. LAREDO had obtained approval for defendants CASADO 
and TAVIRA to visit L. LAREDO at Pelican Bay State Prison. 

123. On October 15, 2010, defendants CERVANTES and LOPEZ, 
speaking in coded language during a telephone conversation, 
discussed who would be running the F13 Gang's "casitas" in the 
future . 

124. On October 15, 2 010, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, advised defendant CERVANTES 
that they would not be replaced as shot callers for the F13 Gang 
because they had the support of Castellanos. 

125. On October 15, 2 010, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in 
3oded language over the telephone, explained to defendant 
CERVANTES that an unindicted co-conspirator was being brought in 
a.s another F13 Gang shot caller because defendant M. LAREDO was 
zrying to have CERVANTES and LOPEZ replaced. 

126. On October 15, 2010, defendant GRANADOS, speaking in 
:oded language during a telephone conversation with defendant 
jOPEZ, confirmed that GRANADOS knew that a power struggle was 
joing on within the F13 Gang and that GRANADOS would support 
jOPEZ and defendant CERVANTES. 
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127. On October 16, 2010, defendant LOPEZ , speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, informed defendant CERVANTES 
that defendant M. LAREDO had collected extortionate taxes from 
an unindicted co- conspirator . 

128. On October 16, 2010, defendant LOPEZ , speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, told defendant CERVANTES to 
write a letter to Castellanos to explain what was happening and 
that Castellanos would keep members and associates of the F13 
Gang in line . 

129. On October 16, 2010, defendant CERVANTES, speaking in 
coded language during a telephone conversation with defendant 
LOPEZ , explained that CERVANTES was collecting extortionate 
taxes, but had not collected very much money. 

130. On October 16, 2010, defendant GRANADOS, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, explained to defendant 
CERVANTES that defendant CAZERES had told GRANADOS that an 
unindicted co-conspirator had gone to a "casita" that CAZERES 
was running for CERVANTES and that the unindicted co-conspirator 
claimed to be taking over control of the illegal gambling 
establishment . 

131. On October 16, 2 010, defendant CERVANTES, speaking in 
^oded language over the telephone, told defendant GRANADOS that 
defendant L. LAREDO had sent a message resolving an issue 
relating to gang politics involving defendants MARTINEZ and M. 
LAREDO. 

132. On October 17, 2 010, defendant AVILA, speaking in 
:oded language over the telephone, told defendant CERVANTES that 
WTLA had gone to a "casita" to check on an issue with a 
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gambling machine and that, while there, AVILA spoke to an 
unindicted co-conspirator who claimed to be taking over control 
of the F13 Gang's "casitas." 

133. On October 17, 2010, defendant MARTINEZ, speaking in 
^oded language during a telephone conversation with defendant 
HERVANTES , explained that defendants M. LAREDO and ESPINOZA were 
joing to an unindicted co- conspirator ' s . residence to discuss a 
Jispute regarding extortionate taxes . 

134. On October 17, 2 010, defendant MARTINEZ, speaking in 
:oded language over the telephone, informed defendant CERVANTES 
;hat an F13 Gang member from the Malditos clique owed MARTINEZ 
learly $29,00 0. 

135. On October 19, 2010, defendant GRANADOS, speaking in 
:oded language over the telephone, reported to defendant 
-ERVANTES that a gambling machine was not working properly and 
:hat defendant MAESTAS was going to fix it. 

136. On October 20, 2010, defendant AVILA, speaking in 
ioded language over the telephone, informed told defendant 
IERVANTES that AVILA had tested a gambling machine at one of the 
casitas . " 

13 7. On October 23, 2 010, defendant CASADO entered Pelican 
ay State Prison, in Crescent City, California, for the purpose 
f meeting with defendant L. LAREDO to discuss the business of 
he F13 Gang criminal enterprise. 

138. On October 23, 2010, defendant L. LAREDO, speaking in 
oded language, told defendant CASADO that defendant CERVANTES 
eeded to understand that CERVANTES had to follow orders. 
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139. On October 23, 2010, defendant CASADO, speaking in 
coded language, informed defendant L. LAREDO that defendant 
CERVANTES had paid for her trip up to Pelican Bay State Prison. 

14 0. On October 23, 2010, defendant L. LAREDO, speaking in 
coded language, explained to defendant CASADO that defendants 
CERVANTES and LOPEZ had to obey L. LAREDO'S orders. 

141. On October 23, 2010, defendant L. LAREDO, speaking in 
coded language, reminded defendant CASADO that she worked for 
him . 

142. On October 24, 2010, defendant CASADO entered Pelican 
Bay State Prison, in Crescent City, California, for the purpose 
of meeting with defendant L. LAREDO to discuss the business of 
the F13 Gang criminal enterprise. 

143. On October 24, 2010, defendant L. LAREDO, speaking in 
coded language, instructed defendant CASADO to tell defendant 
CERVANTES to listen to an unindicted co- conspirator who had been 
promoted to be a shot caller of the F13 Gang. 

144. On October 24, 2010, defendant L. LAREDO, speaking in 
^oded language, directed defendant CASADO to tell defendant 
CERVANTES and an unindicted co-conspirator to pay for CASADO to 
return to Pelican Bay State Prison for another visit. 

145. On October 24, 2010, defendants CERVANTES and LOPEZ , 
speaking in coded language during a telephone conversation, 
Jiscussed that defendant L. LAREDO had accused them of taking 
rtoney collected from extortionate taxes that belonged to L. 
jAREDO . 

146. On October 24, 2010, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in 
:oded language over the telephone, explained to defendant 
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CERVANTES that defendant L. LAREDO appeared to believe that 
every dollar of extortionate taxes collected by the F13 Gang 
belonged to L. LAREDO. 

147. On October 24, 2010, defendants CERVANTES and LOPEZ , 
speaking in coded language during a telephone conversation, 
discussed an upcoming visit to defendant L. LAREDO at Pelican 
Bay State Prison by defendant CASADO. 

14 8. On October 24, 2010,. defendant LOPEZ, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, explained to defendant 
CERVANTES that defendant L. LAREDO wanted all members and 
associates of the F13 Gang to obey him. 

149. On October 24, 2010, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, asked defendant CERVANTES 
whether defendant CASADO had relayed to CERVANTES what defendant 
L. LAREDO had said during CASADO' s visit at Pelican Bay State 
Prison. 

150. On October 24, 2010, defendant CERVANTES, speaking in 
::oded language over the telephone, told defendant LOPEZ that a 
recent inmate letter from defendant L. LAREDO had instructed 
CERVANTES to help LOPEZ, but did not say how to do so. 

151. On October 24, 2010, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in 
^oded language over the telephone, told defendant CERVANTES that 
lefendant L. LAREDO wanted them to obey L. LAREDO in every way 
without question. 

152. On October 27, 2010, defendant CERVANTES, speaking in 
:oded language over the telephone, explained to defendant 
jRANADOS that- defendant CAZERES had to provide more money from 
;he "casita" that CAZERES was running for the F13 Gang. 
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153. On October 31, 2010, defendant GRANADOS, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, instructed defendant MENDEZ 
to go to the F13 Gang's "casita" on West 65 th Street, in Los 
Angeles, California. 

154. On November 1, 2010, defendants CERVANTES, GRANADOS, 
CAZERES, and SANCHEZ, and others known and unknown to the Grand 
Jury, possessed eight illegal gambling machines, 11 small 
baggies containing methamphetamine, and a loaded Smith & Wesson 
.38 caliber revolver at a "casita" located at a residence on 
West 70th Street, in Los Angeles, California. 

155. On November 1, 2010, defendant CAZERES, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, reported to defendant 
GRANADOS that law enforcement had entered the F13 Gang's 
"casita" located at a residence on West 70th Street, in Los 
Angeles, California. 

156. On November 1, 2010, defendant GRANADOS, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, informed defendant CAZERES 
bhat GRANADOS had just gone by the "casita" on West 70th Street, 
in Los Angeles, California, and observed law enforcement at the 
Location. 

157. On November 1, 2010, defendant CAZERES, speaking in 
:oded language over the telephone, informed defendant GRANADOS 
:hat defendant SANCHEZ had been at the "casita" on West 70th 
Street, in Los Angeles, California. 

158. On November 2, 2010, an unindicted co-conspirator, 
speaking in coded language over the telephone, informed 
lefendant GRANADOS that the unindicted co- conspirator was with 
lefendant CAZERES at the F13 Gang's other "casita" located at a

while they wanted to open the "casita" that night, "everything 
went to hell" and there were no gambling machines at the 
"casita." 

159. On November 9, 2 010, defendants MARTINEZ and M. 
LAREDO, speaking in coded language during a telephone 
conversation, discussed setting up a meeting with defendants 
CERVANTES and LOPEZ and an unindicted co- conspirator because the 
j.nindicted co-conspirator had received a letter from Pelican Bay 
State Prison. 

160. On November 9, 2010, defendant MARTINEZ, speaking in 
:oded language over the telephone, informed defendant M. LAREDO 
;hat MARTINEZ had learned of a location in the territory 
:ontrolled by the F13 Gang from which drugs were being sold and 
;hat defendant ESPINOZA was going to collect extortionate taxes 
:rom the location. 

161. On November 12, 2010, defendant M. LAREDO, speaking in 
:oded language over the telephone, informed defendant MARTINEZ 
:hat defendant L. LAREDO had instructed them to send defendant 
'AVIRA to visit L. LAREDO at Pelican Bay State Prison. 

162. On November 17, 2 010, an unindicted co- conspirator , 
ipeaking in coded language over the telephone, told defendant 
LARTINEZ that defendant M. LAREDO was essentially in control of 
.he F13 Gang out on the streets. 

163. On November 17, 2010, defendant MARTINEZ, speaking in 
oded language over the telephone, advised an unindicted co- 
onspirator that the F13 Gang had found someone who would take 
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the blame for the drugs found at defendant M. LAREDO ' s 
residence . 

164. On November 17, 2010, defendant MARTINEZ, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, informed an unindicted co- 
conspirator that defendant M. LAREDO had claimed to be in charge 
3f the F13 Gang out on the streets. 

165. On November 17, 2010, defendants CERVANTES and 
4ANDUJANO, speaking in coded language during a telephone 
conversation, discussed the circumstance surrounding the arrest 
3f defendant MENDEZ. 

166. On November 19, 2 010, defendants CERVANTES, GRANADOS, 
md CAZERES, and others known and unknown to the Grand Jury, 
jossessed nine illegal gambling machines, "pay and owe" sheets, 
md approximately 2 . grams of a mixture and substance 
:ontaining a detectable amount of cocaine and 10.4 grams of 
lethamphetamine packaged for distribution at a "casita" located 
Lt a residence on West 65th Street, in Los Angeles, California. 

167. On November 19, 2010, defendants CERVANTES, GRANADOS, 
IAZERES, and SANCHEZ, and others known and unknown to the Grand 
'ury, possessed six illegal gambling machines at a "casita" 
ocated at a residence on West 59th Place, in Los Angeles, 
lalif ornia . 

168. On November 23, 2010, defendants CERVANTES and 
RANADOS possessed two illegal gambling machines, approximately 
.6 grams of me thamphet amine contained in 33 plastic baggies, 
nd approximately 19.9 grams of a mixture and substance • 
ontaining a detectable amount of cocaine at a "casita" on 
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Duarte Avenue, in Los Angeles, California, within the territory 
controlled by the F13 Gang. 

169. On November 23, 2010, defendant CERVANTES possessed 
two illegal gambling machines, a large bundle of marijuana 
(gross weight of approximately 3,239 grams), packaging 
materials, a large digital scale, and written correspondence 
from defendant L. LAREDO at CERVANTES ' s residence on Duarte 
Avenue, in Los Angeles, California, within the territory 
controlled by the F13 Gang. 

170. On November 23, 2010, defendant ESPINOZA, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, told defendant MARTINEZ that 
3SPIN0ZA had apprised defendant M. LAREDO of recent law 
enforcement activities. 

171. On November 26, 2010, defendant TAVIRA entered Pelican 
lay State Prison, in Crescent City, California, for the purpose 
>f meeting with defendant L. LAREDO to discuss the business of 
:he F13 Gang criminal ■ enterprise . 

172. On November 27, 2010, defendant TAVIRA entered Pelican 
lay State Prison, in Crescent City, California, for the purpose 
>f meeting with defendant L. LAREDO to discuss the business of 
:he F13 Gang criminal enterprise. 

173. On November 27, 2010, defendants CERVANTES and 
!AZERES, speaking in coded language during a telephone 
:onversation, discussed a gambling machine at one of the 
casitas" run by the F13 Gang. 

174. On November 28, 2010, defendant TAVIRA entered Pelican 
ay State Prison, in Crescent City, California, for the purpose 
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of meeting with defendant L. LAREDO to discuss the business of 
the F13 Gang criminal enterprise. 

175. On July 6, 2011, defendant JUAREZ, speaking in coded 
language, advised another confidential informant ("CI-2") that 
JUAREZ had previously collected extortionate taxes for the F13 
Gang. 

176. On July 6, 2011, defendant JUAREZ, speaking in coded 
language, recounted to CI-2 that multiple associates of the F13 
Gang, including defendant LOPEZ, had been with JUAREZ just prior 
to a recent arrest, but JUAREZ had told the individuals to leave 
the location to avoid apprehension by law enforcement. 

177. On July 6, 2011, defendant JUAREZ, speaking in coded 
language, told CI-2 that the F13 Gang had tried to put a "green 
light" on JUAREZ when he was young because JUAREZ had killed two 
Dther members of the gang. 

178. On July 6, 2011, defendant JUAREZ, speaking in coded 
Language, told CI-2 that JUAREZ had a job working with a gang 
Lntervention group, but that the job did not prevent JUAREZ from 
conducting his criminal activities. 

179. On July 6, 2011, defendant JUAREZ, speaking in coded 
Language, told CI-2 that defendant L. LAREDO was in charge of 
;he F13 Gang' s activities on the streets and was a member of the 
lexican Mafia. 

180. On September 3, 2011, defendant TAVIRA entered Pelican 
Jay State Prison, in Crescent City, California, for the purpose 
>f meeting with Castellanos to discuss the business of the F13 
Jang criminal enterprise. 
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181. On September 3, 2011, Castellanos and defendant 
TAVIRA, using coded language during an inmate visit at Pelican 
Bay State Prison, discussed a "green light" order that 
Castellanos wished TAVIRA to relay to F13 Gang members and 
associates on the streets . 

182. On September 4, 2011, defendant TAVIRA entered Pelican 
Bay State Prison, in Crescent City, California, for the purpose 
of meeting with defendant L. LAREDO to discuss the business of 
the F13 Gang criminal enterprise . 

183. On September 18, 2011, defendants CASADO and TAVIRA 
entered Pelican Bay State Prison, in Crescent City, California, 
for the purpose of meeting with defendant L. LAREDO to discuss 
the business of the F13 Gang criminal enterprise. 

The March 2 010 Killing of Victim R.A. 

184. On March 13, 2010, defendant DORADO, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, reported to defendant ULLOA that 
victim R.A. had told other F13 Gang members that ULLOA was 
cooperating with law enforcement. 

185. On March 13, 2010, defendant ULLOA, speaking in coded 
Language over the telephone, directed defendant DORADO to have 
/ictim R.A. violently disciplined. 

186. On March 13, 2010, defendant DORADO, speaking in coded 
Language during a telephone conversation with defendant ULLOA, 
igreed to have F13 Gang members violently discipline victim R.A. 

187. On March 13, 2010, defendant FAZAH, speaking in coded 
Language over the telephone, confirmed to defendant ULLOA that 
victim R.A. had been talking "some stupid shit" about ULLOA to 
)ther F13 Gang members . 
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188. On March 13, 2010, defendant ULLOA, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, ordered defendant FAZAH to 
violently discipline victim R.A. 

189. On March 13, 2010, defendant FAZAH, speaking in coded 
language during a telephone conversation with defendant ULLOA, 
agreed that FAZAH would use violence to discipline victim R.A. 

190. On March 13, 2010, defendant DORADO, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, assured defendant ULLOA that 
defendant FAZAH could be trusted to discipline victim R.A. 

191. On March 13, 2010, defendant ULLOA, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, threatened victim R.A. with violent 
retribution for telling other F13 Gang members that ULLOA had 
cooperated with law enforcement. 

192. On March 13, 2 010, having listened to a conversation 
between defendant ULLOA and victim R.A., defendant ARANA advised 
ULLOA that "that fool [victim R.A.] was scared" when ULLOA 
threatened R.A. with violence. 

193. On March 13, 2010, defendant ULLOA, speaking in coded 
Language over the telephone, alerted defendant LOPEZ that victim 
R..A. had accused ULLOA of cooperating with law enforcement and 
-hat ULLOA had himself told R.A. that R.A. would be disciplined. 

194. On March 13, 2010, defendant LOPEZ , speaking in coded 
Language over the telephone, told defendant ULLOA that LOPEZ 
\rould have other F13 Gang members look for victim R.A. so that 
jOPEZ could discipline him. 

195. On March 13, 2010, defendant DORADO, speaking in coded 
Language over the telephone, told defendant ULLOA that DORADO 
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and his associates did not need any help from defendant LOPEZ to 
find and discipline victim R.A. 

196. On March 14, 2010, defendant Josue Rojas, aka "Chino," 
and other F13 Gang members assaulted victim R.A. in an alley 
between Stafford Street and Templeton Street, in Huntington 
Park, California, within the territory ' controlled by the F13 
Gang . 

197. On March 14, 2010, victim R.A. was killed by a single 
gunshot to the head in an alley between Stafford Street and 
Templeton Street, in Huntington Park, California, within the 
territory controlled by the F13 Gang. 

198. On March 14, 2010, defendant ARANA, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, told defendant ULLOA that defendant 
DORADO had asked ARANA to check the streets around her residence 
for the presence of law enforcement and wanted to hide out at 
ARANA' s residence. 

199. On March 14, 2010, defendant DORADO, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, reported to defendant ULLOA that 
victim R.A. had been killed and that DORADO could not go to his 
Dwn residence for fear of being apprehended by law enforcement. 

2 00. On March 18, 2 010, defendant CERVANTES, speaking in 
^oded language over the telephone, asked defendant ULLOA who 
jave the order for victim R.A. to be killed. 

201. On March 18, 2010, defendant ULLOA, speaking in coded 
Language over the telephone, told defendants CERVANTES and LOPEZ 
:hat ULLOA had ordered victim R.A. to be assaulted, but not to 
se killed. 
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202. On March 18, 2010, defendant ULLOA, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, informed defendant CERVANTES that 
defendant GALVEZ was present when victim R.A. was killed and 
knew what happened. 

203. On March 20, 2010, defendant LOPEZ , speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, reminded defendant ULLOA that only- 
defendant L. LAREDO and Castellanos have the authority to order 
the killing of F13 Gang members. 

Drug Trafficking and Unlawful Possession of Firearms 

204. On October 7, 2009, defendant SIFUENTES sold 
approximately 11.3 grams of me thamphet amine , in the parking lot 
of a restaurant on Eastern Avenue, in Bell Gardens, California. 

2 05. On October 8, 200 9, defendant SIFUENTES sold a Smith & 
Wesson 9mm pistol, with a loaded, 15 -round ammunition magazine, 
in the parking lot of a restaurant on Florence Avenue, in 
Huntington Park, California, within the territory controlled by 
the F13 Gang. 

2 06. On January 12, 2010, defendant David Proo, aka "D" 
("Proo"), speaking in coded language over the telephone, asked 
defendant SIFUENTES to deliver a quantity of drugs to a 
restaurant where Proo worked, on Florence Avenue, in Huntington 
Park, California, within the territory controlled by the F13 
3ang. 

207. On January 15, 2010, defendant SIFUENTES sold a Sten- 
zype 9mm caliber machinegun and approximately 29 rounds of 9mm 
ammunition in the parking lot of a restaurant on Florence 
\venue, in Huntington Park, California, within the territory 
:ontrolled by the F13 Gang. 
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208. On January 16, 2010, defendant Proo, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, inquired as to the price of a 
quantity of me thamphet amine . 

209. On January 16, 2010, defendant SIFUENTES, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, told defendant Proo that 
SIFUENTES possessed the quantity of drugs requested by Proo and 
would bring the drugs to Proo in 10-15 minutes. ' 

210. On February 26, 2010, defendant ULLOA, speaking in 
:oded language over the telephone, told defendant ARANA that 
\RANA should sell the methamphetamine they possessed, after 
tfhich defendant MAESTAS would supply additional drugs. 

211. On February 26, 2 010, defendant ARANA, speaking in 
:oded language over the telephone, confirmed with defendant 
JLLOA that she could sell their methamphetamine and that she 
/ould steal a scale from her work to weigh the drugs . 

212. On February 26, 2010, defendant ULLOA, speaking in 
:oded language over the telephone, reminded defendant ARANA that 
l drug user who ARANA previously supplied had said that ULLOA 
md ARANA' s methamphetamine was "bomb" (high quality) . 

213. On March 2, 2010, defendant Proo, speaking in coded 
.anguage over the telephone, informed defendant SIFUENTES that a 
>rior drug customer wanted to buy methamphetamine from them 
.gain. 

214. On March 2, 2010, defendant SIFUENTES, speaking in 
:oded language over the telephone, directed defendant Proo to 
ell a drug customer that she was receiving a discount because 
roo was part of the same organization as SIFUENTES. 
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215. On March 2, 2 010, defendants SIFUENTES and Proo sold 
approximately 2.3 grams of methamphetamine inside the 
restaurant where Proo worked, on Florence Avenue, in Huntington 
Park, California, within the territory controlled by the F13 
Gang. 

216. On March 4, 2010, defendant ARANA, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, confirmed to defendant ULLOA that 
ARANA had previously sold their methamphetamine. 

217. On March 14, 2010, defendant FAZAH possessed 
approximately 16.9 grams of methamphetamine packaged for 
listribution, a digital scale, "pay and owe" sheets, over $1,000 
Ln cash, two police scanner radios, a loaded .22 caliber rifle, 
L0 rounds of .44 caliber ammunition, a 30-round ammunition 
aagazine containing 10 hollow-point 9mm caliber bullets, and 
japerwork displaying the words "Florencia, " "Bear Street," and 
VF13," at his residence on Stafford Avenue, in Huntington Park, 
California, within the territory controlled by the F13 Gang.

\o- conspirator tested a drug sample and agreed to purchase a 
arger quantity of the drug. 

224. On April 21, 2010, defendants LOPEZ and MARTINEZ, 
peaking in coded language during a telephone conversation, 
greed that defendant BARRAZA would go to LOPEZ'S residence to 
ick up a firearm. 

225. On May 7, 2010, defendant MARTINEZ, speaking in coded 
anguage over the telephone, told defendant LOPEZ that a 
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customer did not like the drug sample they had provided and 
asked LOPEZ to provide another sample . 

22 6. On May 10, 2010, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, advised defendant CERVANTES that 
LOPEZ possessed a .45 caliber firearm and asked whether 
CERVANTES possessed ammunition for the gun. 

227. On May 10, 2010, defendant CERVANTES, speaking in 
coded language during a telephone conversation with defendant 
LOPEZ , agreed to check to see whether he possessed .45 caliber 
ammunition that he could provide to LOPEZ .

237. On September 12, 2010, defendant MANDUJANO, speaking 
in coded language over the telephone, informed defendant 
CERVANTES that MANDUJANO' s source of supply possessed drugs in 
Riverside and suggested that they go there together to inspect 
the drugs . 

238. On September 14, 2010, defendant MANDUJANO, speaking 
in coded language over the telephone, told defendant CERVANTES 
;hat MANDUJANO would check with a source of supply regarding 
purchasing methamphetamine. 

239. On September 25, 2010, defendants CERVANTES and 
4ANDUJANO, speaking in coded language during a telephone 
conversation, discussed prices for drugs.

241. On November 8, 2010, defendant MARTINEZ, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, told an unindicted co- 
conspirator that MARTINEZ wanted to continue selling drugs to a 
customer.

ligital scales at his residence on Orange Avenue, in Paramount, 
lalifornia. 

246. On November 9, 2010, defendant MANDUJANO, speaking in 
oded language over the telephone, informed defendant CERVANTES 
hat defendant BECERRA had taken MANDUJANO 's drugs to try to 
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sell them, but that MANDUJANO would be supplied more drugs the 
following day. 

247. On November 11, 2010, defendant MARTINEZ, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, reported, to defendant LOPEZ 
that customers went to see drugs that defendant BECERRA was 
selling for them, but did not purchase anything. 

248. On November 16, 2010, defendant MENDEZ, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, told defendant CERVANTES that 
MENDEZ .was waiting to receive a sample of . drugs .

250. On November 16, 2010, defendant MENDEZ and an 
unindicted F13 Gang member possessed five large bundles of 
marijuana and a bag of marijuana (total gross weight of 
approximately 25,134 grams) at MENDEZ' s residence on Maie 
Avenue, in Los Angeles, California, within the territory 
controlled by the F13 Gang. 

251. On November 17, 2010, defendant MARTINEZ, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, advised an unindicted co- 
conspirator that law enforcement had found a stash of MARTINEZ 
a.nd defendant BARRAZA's drugs that were being stored in 
defendant M. LAREDO'S residence.

AVILA possessed 
Lpproximately 14.6 grams of methamphetamine, "pay and owe" 
iheets, a digital scale, plastic baggies, a loaded 9mm caliber 
listol, and a loaded .38 caliber revolver at his residence on E. 
1 st Street, in Los Angeles, California. 

257. On November 24, 2010, defendant Meza, speaking in 
oded language over the telephone, accused defendant CERVANTES 
f owing Meza $1,000 from past drug transactions. 

258. On November 24, 2010, defendant CERVANTES, speaking in 
oded language over the telephone, asserted to defendant Meza 
hat CERVANTES . always paid for the drugs he received from Meza. 

259. On December 2, 2010, defendant MANDUJANO possessed a 
oaded .38 caliber revolver, a .40 caliber handgun with two 
agazines and nine rounds of ammunition, two digital scales, 
lastic packaging material, and $1,351 in cash, including 
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me thamphet amine in his vehicle, at his residence on Wall Street, 
in Los Angeles, California.

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Smuggling of Drugs into the LACJ System 

282. On February 25, 2010, defendant ULLOA, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, told defendant ARANA that 
defendant DORADO would deliver drugs for ULLOA on March 18, 
2010. 

283. On February 26, 2010, defendant ULLOA, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, instructed defendant ARANA to 
deliver drugs to an unindicted co- conspirator planning to turn 
himself in to the authorities, which was to be separate from the 
drugs ULLOA had scheduled to be smuggled into NCCF on March 18, 
2010. 

284: On February 26, 2010, defendant ARANA, speaking in 
coded language over the telephone, described for defendant ULLOA 
the appearance of drugs that were to be smuggled into NCCF. 

285. On March 3, 2 010, defendant ARANA, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, told defendant ULLOA that she had 
retrieved me thamphet amine from the garage and had weighed the 
methamphetamine .

lefendant AYALA was ready to turn himself in to the authorities 
.n order to smuggle drugs into the LACJ system for ULLOA and 
JORADO. 

293. On March 9, 2010, defendant ULLOA, speaking in coded 
.anguage over the telephone, asked defendant LOPEZ to provide 
.dditional heroin on March 15, 2010 because ULLOA had someone 
ho was going to smuggle drugs into the LACJ system on March 18,

294. On March 10, 2010, defendant DORADO, speaking in coded 
anguage over the telephone, advised defendant ULLOA that DORADO 
■ould take the drugs from defendant ARANA and have defendant 
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GALVEZ package the drugs for defendant AYALA to smuggle into the 
LAC J system. 

295. On March 10, 2010, defendant DORADO, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, informed defendant ULLOA that 
defendant GALVEZ had packaged drugs for them in the past and 
would do a good job packaging the drugs being smuggled to ULLOA. 

296. On March 12, 2010, defendant ULLOA, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, reminded defendant ARANA that she 
needed to know exactly how their drugs were being smuggled into 
the LACJ system because ARANA was handling all of ULLOA' s 
criminal activities while he was incarcerated. 

297. On March 13, 2010, defendant FAZAH, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, informed defendant ULLOA that FAZAH 
had an outstanding arrest warrant and could smuggle drugs into 
the LACJ system. 

298. On March 13, 2010, defendant LOPEZ, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, told defendant ULLOA that LOPEZ 
possessed additional heroin that could be smuggled into the LACJ 
system. 

299. On March 13, 2010, defendant ULLOA, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, informed defendant LOPEZ that ULLOA 
had two different shipments of drugs scheduled to be smuggled to 
JLLOA in custody. 

300. On March 16, 2010, defendant ARANA, speaking in coded 
Language over the telephone, told defendant ULLOA that 
iefendants DORADO and GALVEZ and another F13 Gang member would 
De coming to her residence the following day to assist her 
preparations for the upcoming drug smuggling operation. 
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301. On March 17, 2010, defendant ARAN A, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, informed defendant ULLOA that 
defendant DORADO trusted defendant GALVEZ and wanted GALVEZ to 
be involved in their efforts to smuggle drugs into the LACJ 
system on March 18, 2010. 

302. On March 17, 2010, defendant GALVEZ, speaking in coded 
language over the telephone, informed defendant ULLOA that 
GALVEZ was going to meet with defendant AYALA and would make 
sure that AYALA understood the importance of completing the 
delivery of drugs inside NCCF.

Fraudulent Scheme to Obtain Free Telephone Service

service representative to make sure that a telephone number 
:ould receive collect calls from correctional institutions. 

3 22. On February 19, 2010, defendant ULLOA, using a 
;elephone, informed defendant ARANA that she should keep 
changing the telephone numbers for each account in order to 
;xtend their ability to have free telephone service. 

323. On February 21, 2010, defendant ULLOA, using a 
:elephone, provided defendant ARANA with personal identifying 
.nformation for' three individuals to use in setting up telephone 
tccounts. 

324. On February 21, 2010, defendant ULLOA, using a 
.elephone, provided defendant ARANA with seven addresses in 
ocnard, California, to use in setting up telephone accounts. 

325. On February 23, 2010, defendants ULLOA and ARANA 
ogether called a telephone service provider, and ARANA 
epresented that she was victim L.T. and requested technical 
ssistance with a telephone account obtained in the name of L.T. 

326. On February 23, 2010, defendant ULLOA called a 
elephone service provider and, posing as victim R.A.A. , checked 
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on the status of an earlier request to initiate service and 
requested that calls be forwarded to another telephone number. 

327. On March 2, 2010, defendant ULLOA called a telephone 
service provider and, posing as victim R.A.A. , checked on the 
status of service to the telephone number obtained in the name 
of R.A.A. 

328. On March 2, 2010, defendants ULLOA and ARANA called a 
telephone service provider, and ARANA, posing as victim L.T., 
requested that the telephone line for the account in the name of 
L.T. be forwarded to a telephone number designated by ARANA. 

329. On March 6, 2010, defendants ULLOA and ARANA called a 
telephone service provider, and ARANA, posing as victim A. P., 
requested that calls to the account in the name of A. P. be 
forwarded to the telephone number designated by defendant ARANA. 

330. On March 11, 2010, defendants ULLOA and ARANA called a 
telephone service provider, and ARANA, posing as victim E.M. , 
checked on the status of her prior request that two telephone 
Lines for the account in E.M.'s name be forwarded to a telephone 
lumber designated by ARANA.

B. THE SCHEME 

2 . Beginning on a date unknown to the Grand Jury, but by 
at least in or around January 2010, and continuing to in or . 
around July 2 011, in Los Angeles County, within the Central 
District of California, and elsewhere, defendants JAVIER MANUEL 
ULLOA, also known as ("aka") "Yogi" ("ULLOA"), CELINA ARANA 
("ARANA"), and JESSENIA MEDINA ("J. MEDINA"), aided and abetted 
by others known and unknown to the Grand Jury, knowingly 
devised, participated in, and executed a scheme to defraud 
Verizon Telecommunications ("Verizon"), by means of false and 
fraudulent pretenses, representations, and promises, and 
transmitted and caused to be transmitted wire communications in 
interstate and foreign commerce for the purpose of executing the 
scheme . 

3. The scheme operated as follows: 

a. The Grand Jury hereby re-alleges and incorporates 
oy reference Paragraph 13 of Section A of Count One of this 
Indictment . 

b. Defendant ULLOA, who, at all times relevant to 

:he scheme described herein, was an incarcerated inmate in the 

custody of the Los Angeles Sheriff's Department in the Los 

Angeles County Jail System, and defendants ARANA and J. MEDINA, 
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and others known and unknown to the Grand Jury, who were not 
incarcerated, would obtain personal identifying • information -- 
including names, addresses, dates of birth, and social security 
numbers -- belonging to victims. 

c. Defendants ULLOA, ARANA, and J. MEDINA would 
obtain the addresses of homes that had been or were being 
foreclosed on and were likely to be vacant. 

d. Defendants ARANA and J. MEDINA would use the 
telephone and a computer (through the Internet) to contact 
/erizon and request that an account be established and a home 
;elephone landline be activated at the address of a foreclosed 
lome, in the name of a victim without the victim's consent, 
cnowledge, and authorization. 

e. Once a fraudulent account was established, 
lefendants ULLOA, ARANA, and J. MEDINA would call Verizon to 
request that call forwarding be activated for the account, 
specify the telephone number to which calls should be forwarded, 
md then make collect calls using the fraudulent account, with 
:he intention that Verizon would not be paid for the collect 
:alls. ULLOA would maintain the fraudulent accounts for his own 
lersonal use, sell accounts to other inmates, or allow other 
.nmates to use the accounts free of charge . 

f . To prevent Verizon from blocking collect calls on 
he fraudulent accounts, defendants ULLOA, ARANA, and J. MEDINA 
■ould call Verizon and request that the telephone number 
ssigned to the fraudulent account be changed, which had the 
ffect of increasing the dollar-limit of collect calls that 
erizon would allow the accounts to accept on credit. 
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g. Defendant ARANA would maintain records of the 
personal identifying information of victims, the addresses used 
to set up the fraudulent accounts, the telephone numbers 
assigned by Verizon to the fraudulent accounts and reassigned at 
the request of ARANA and her co-schemers, the call forwarding 
telephone numbers for the various accounts, and the status of 
the fraudulent accounts and the actions that defendant ULLOA and 
ARANA needed to take with respect to those accounts . 
C. THE EXECUTION OF THE SCHEME 

4. To execute the above-described scheme, on or about the 
dates set forth below, within the Central District of 
California, and elsewhere, defendants ULLOA, ARANA, and J. 
MEDINA, while aiding and abetting each other, transmitted and 
caused to be transmitted the following communications, from 
California to another state, by means of wire:
